Subject of Drainage. 


Entiueer Raymond's Suggestions Re- 


garding; the Salt Water 


8r»tem Adopted. 


BEBEELEY, September 20.—The following 


system.proposed for the main sewer in 
South Berkeley was thoroughly discussed' 
by the Town Trustees: The main sewer to 
be on Masoa street, starting from the east 
end of the street and following it to its 
western termination in Ban Pablo avenue, 
southerly on the avenne to Fo'ger street, 
thence to the bay. It was found impossible 
to run a straight line to tiis bay, for just 
opposite to the west end of Mason street 
there is the Duffy truet, which has never 
been subdivided. There will be two sub- 
sidiary mains. The first will be on Prince 
street; the second will drain the extreme 
northeastern portion of ihe newly annexed 
district. It runs on Derby street to Shat- 
tuck avenue, to Muson. 
By this system
